Don’t Spare the Rod! 

For a long time—in child psy- 
chology circles—the “permissive 
theory” has been predominant. 
This is the popular philosophy 
which teaches that children should 
not be restrained but rather given 
free release of their little im- 
pulses. According to this view, any 
restraint causes the child severe 
damage in his personality. 


We have always believed this 
to be pure baloney and have re- 
peatedly said so in this column. 
Now a prominent sociologist in St. 
Louis, Dr. Jules Henry, has come 
out swinging, so to speak, in sup- 
port of the same stand. He re- 
cently charged that the permissive 
theory in actuality has turned our 
nation from a “parent-centered’”’ 
society into one that is “child- 
centered.” He correctly pointed 
out. that this philosophy of per- 
missiveness “leads to the destruc- 
tion of gratitude and the elimina- 
tion of guilt.” Even more serious, 
“where there is no concept of 
punishment, there is no concept 
of right or of evil.” 

In debunking the theory that 
restraint harms a child, Dr. Henry 
pointed out that such giants in 
the golden age of American de- 
mocracy as Washington, Jefferson, 
Madison and Franklin “grew up 
under firm fathers and 
and under teachers whose prime 
pedagogical instrument was the 
birch rod.” 

He pointed out: “It must be 
born in mind that the great civili- 


zations have been parent- 
centered, whether in Europe, 
America, China or India. Hence 


there cannot be anything inherent- 
ly poisonous in a parent-centered 
society.” 

Dr. Henry carefully explained 
that he was not calling for the 
“cat-o’-nine-tails and the straight 
jacket” treatment, but, said he, 
“There is a _ strange confusion 
nowadays in the minds of parents 
and teachers between authoritar- 
ianism and authority, and hand-in- 
hand with this confusion has gone 
the notion that the old-fashioned 
firm and commanding parent was 


somehow psychopathogenic.” 
The writer of the book of 

Hebrews calls attention to the 

same truth, saying: “What son 


is he whom the father chasteneth 
not? ... We have had fathers of 
our flesh which corrected us, and 
we gave them reverence 

They verily for a few days chas- 
tened us after their own pleasure 
. No chastening for the pres- 
ent seemeth to be joyous, but 
grievous: nevertheless afterward 
it yieldeth the peaceable fruit of 
righteousness unto them which 
are exercised thereby” (Heb. 12:7 
9-11).

There are over fifty million 
television receivers in the United 
States. Seven out of eight homes 
are proud possessors of at least 
one set. The average child begins 
his TV viewing at the age of three, 
and throughout the formative 
years of his life he spends one- 
sixth of his waking hours gazing 
glassy-eyed into the magic “sin 
box.” This amounts to an aver- 
age of two or.three hours a day, 
and by the time he has reached 
the “sweet sixteen” bracket, he 
has spent as much time watching 
television as he has studying in 
school! 

What does he see? 

It is mostly a steady diet of 
sadism!

Press TV-tadio columnist, after 
complaining about the failure of 
TV's leaders to clean up their pro- 
grams, commented: “They are stil] 
dishing up the same old portions 
of sadistic battles—long, vicibus; 
fights, gun battles, and often 
grisly glimpses of the dead and 
dying.” 

Three members of the Stanford 
University. Institute for Com. 
munication Research — Wilbur 
Sehramm, Jack Lyle and Edwin 
B. Parker—spent three _ years 
studying the matter of TV and 
the children. Their research 
gleaned information from 300 
school authorities, 2,000 parents 
and 6,000 children in 10 communi- 
ties, including towns with and 
without television. 

In late October of last 
this team of researchers moni- 
tored TV programs Monday 
through Friday in a metropolitan 
area during the so-called “chil- 
dren's hour’ from 4 to 9 p. m. 
When they finished checking 100 
hours of programs featured during 
this time, they had tabulated 12 
murders, 16 major gun fights, 21 
persons shot, 21 other violent in- 
cidents with guns, 37 hand-to- 
hand fights, an attempted murder 
with a pitchfork, two stranglings, 
one stabbing in the back with

The situation has become s9 
bad that Washington is consider- 
ing what steps should be taken to 
halt it. The Senate subcommittee 
on juvenile delinquency, headed by 
Senator Thomas J. Dodd, a Con- 
necticut Democrat, heard testi- 
mony recently about TV’s use of 
violence to attract viewers. James 
V. Bennett, director of the U. 8S. 
Bureau of Prisons, told the com- 


mittee that the violence had a 
three-fold effect: (1) It caused 
juvenile delinquency and “has a 


deleterious emotional impact on 
youth and creates the risk of de- 
linquent behavior’; (2) It made it 
more difficult to recruit good 
police officers because TV pro- 
grams portrayed law officers as 
“sauche, stupid, and in fact venal 
at times’; (3) It hurt the morale 
of those already in law enforce- 
ment service. 

Bennett testified that one- 
fourth of the inmates at two fed- 
eral youth institutions said that 
the crime, mayhem and violence 
on TV “were in some way re- 
sponsible for their conflict with 
the law.” 

As a matter of fact, Director 
Bennett, no doubt a little faceti- 
ously, suggested to the committee 
that blood and thunder TV 
shows use the following jingle as 
a theme song:

When adultery, abnormal- 
ity and adulation of criminals 
compose such a substantial seg- 
ment of today’s film offerings, the 
society mirrored om the screen is 
dangerously close to national dis 
aster.”

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Staying at Home 


The other day I stood at the 
Window and watched eighteen 
children of various sizes busily 
playing on our cement-floored car- 
port. Some were. riding tricycles, 
some were playing a tag game, a 
couple were playing with a toy 
firetruck, and some were just 
watching. It made me a little 
nostalgic for my childhood days 
When there were nearly always 
twenty-five or so children col- 
lected in our yard or in the vacant 
lot next door. 


It was no accident that there 
Were always a great many ‘chil- 
dren at the house where I grew 
up. In the first place, we already 
had six children who lived: there 
so that was a pretty good begin- 
ning to a crowd right there. And 
then because kids love crowds, the 
very fact that there were so many 
children there always drew a few 
more. 


I think, too (if I may say this 
without being misunderstood), that 
maybe we had a little more fun 
at our house than did the average 
family. We always had some 
project going. Either we were 
building a house up in the China- 
berry tree or we were planning a 


main attraction or we were 
ting on a play. Besides, Dad 


put-

rigged up a homemade swing and | 


see-saw and sandbox and that pro- 
vided hours of pleasure. Some- 
times right at dusk he would 
string up a light outside so that 
we could all play “Kick the Can” 
in the semi-darkness. That was 
just about as exciting a time as 
children could find! Most special 
of all, our parents actually played 
with us. I didn’t know any othe

ments there was usually a bushel 
basket of Texas oranges on 
back porch to which we and our 
friends were diways welcome. 

We were not often allowed to 
play at the hornes of other chil- 
dren and were not ever 
to run about the neighborhood at 
will. We were taught the verse in 
Proverbs 25:17, “Withdraw thy 
foot from thy neighbour’s house; 
lest he be weary of thee, and so 
hate thee,” and were required to 
take that Scripture quite literally. 
I remember that the little girl 
who lived on the corner had a doll 
house with real wallpaper and 
curtains, and I could never under- 
stand why my mother 
let me 
eryday. 

Now that I have children of my 
own, I can see many good reasons 
why my folks expected us to play 
at our own house. Children 
acutely aware of the standards of 
the homes where they play. When 
they are at my home they know 
that certain kinds of talk and cer- 
tain kinds of play are forbidden. 
In my yard I can something 
about gets out of 
hand. Most important of all, I can 
oceasionally give a little spiritual 
training to children who would 
have no other way of receiving it. 
I never need to worry about 
whether my children are getting 
into someone else’s garage or 
trampling someone else's flowers. 
And there is a distinct advantage 
in always having my own children 
within sight and calling distance. 

Of course there are disadvan- 
tages to having a yard full of 
neighborhood children. One always 
has to do a little more “baby- 
sitting” where there are more 
children around, and then there is 
always the possibility that tools 
and toys will be broken with so 
many in the yard. There is al- 
ways more clutter and more noise. 
But what a wonderful way to 
teach children the joy of hospitali- 
ty! 

I wonder if perhaps one of the

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Some months ago a beloved 
Christian brother, a Baptist who 
is in the American Baptist Associa- 
tion, that is, principal missionary 
Baptist churches in the South but 
not with the Southern Baptist Con- 
vention, wrote the editor a kindly 
letter with a number of questions. 
Since I had served for the last year 
as president of the Southern Bap- 
tist Fellowship, an informal fel- 
lowship of Baptists from many 
groups, he asked me some queés- 
tions on doctrine and fellowship, 
which I answered frankly, Now I 
am publishing part of my reply 
hoping that the discussion of 
churches, the body of Christ, bap- 
tism, the Lord’s Supper, and Chris- 
tian fellowship will be helpful. 

We ask the patient forbearance 
of our many readers who are not 
Baptists. We believe you will be 
interested in the discussion of 
these matters from a Bible view- 
point, whether you see the matter 
as this editor does or not, and that 
the frank discussion in loving kind- 
ness will make for better Chris- 
tian fellowship. I am for fellowship 
with born-again, Bible-belie¥ing 
Christians of every denomination 
or none. I believe that certain doc- 
trines are taught in the Bible and 
certain practices are taught by 
precept and example in the New 
Testament churches, but I do not 
believe that denominationalism as 
such is taught in the Bible, and I 
do not believe that any denomina- 
tion is a church in the Bible sense. 

So I publish with brotherly love 
a part of my letter to the preacher 
who wrote me.

Local Churches and the Body 
of Christ 


1. You asked what I believe 
about the local church. I believe 
the local church is a body of bap- 
tized believers following the pat- 
tern of the local congregations in 
the New Testament, that its offi- 
cers would include a pastor or 
pastors and some, when needed, 
deacons or servants of the church. 
I enclose my booklet on Churches 
and the Church for further teach- 
ing. 

2. You asked, “What do you be- 
lieve about the universal church?” 
I do not believe there is any such 
thing as the universal church. By 
that I mean I do not believe that 
all denominations lumped together 
form the church of Christ. I do

not believe that all church mem- 
bers are saved, nor that all church 
members are members of the body 
of Christ. I believe that the word 
church means a called-out assem- 
bly in the New Testament, andthe 
body of Christ which will be called 
out at the rapture when Jesus 
comes is called a chureh, It will in- 
clude, I believe, all the saved of 
all ages. It is “the body of Christ,” 
not the body of the Baptists or the 
Methodists or any other human 
organization nor groups of human 
organizations. 


3. You asked, “Do you icdiows 
that all the saved will be in the 
bride of Christ whether they are 
members of a local church or hot?” 


ANSWER: Yes, I think “the gen- 
eral assembly and church of the 
firstborn, which are written in 
heaven .. .” in Hebrews 12:23 re- 
fers to all the saved. And I think 
I Corinthians 12:13, 14, “For by 
one Spirit are we all baptized into 
one body, whether we be Jews or 
Gentiles, whether we be bond or 
free; and have been all made to 
drink into one Spirit. For the body 
is not one member, but many,” 
refers to all the saved, put into the 
body of Christ by the Holy Spirit 
at conversion. I think Ephesians 
2:19-22 teaches the same thing. All 
saved people are in the body of 
Christ. All saved people will be 
raptured. “Behold, I shew you a 
mystery; We shall not all sleep, 
but we shall all be changed, In a 
moment, in the twinkling of an 
eye, at the last trump: for the 
trumpet shall sound, and the dead 
shall be raised incorruptible, and 
we shall be changed” (I Cor. 15:51, 
92). And so they will be in the 
called-out assembly, that heavenly 
body of Christ. 


Scriptural Baptism 

You asked, “What do you con- 
Sider as scriptural baptism?” I be- 
lieve in the baptism of a believer 
in water, upon his public profes- 
sion of faith in Christ. From the 
case of Cornelius and his family, 
where Peter asked the six Jewish 
brethren with him, “Can any man 
forbid water, that these should not 
be baptized . .?,” I infer that 
usually it is proper and wise to 
have some quorum of the church 
or of Christians to approve a bap- 
tism and to indicate that they be- 
lieve the candidate is saved. But 
since the Bible makes no rule 
about it, I do not make any rule.

Usually in the Bible it was 
preachers who baptized people. In 
the case of Philip, the deacon, he 
may not have been an ordained 
preacher. At any rate, since the 
Bible makes no rule about it, I 
make no rule about it. I just say 
that usually the wise and proper 
way is to see that the baptism is 
done in a way that will guarantee 
the greatest faithfulness to the 
Bible in spirit,*that it will not be 
hasty, not be careless or irreverent 
and the people-~are not to be bap- 
tized who are net accepted as born- 
again believers. American Baptist 
Association brethren would bring 
up the question of church authority 
here. Since the- Bible does not~dis-’ 
cuss it, I do not discuss it. 

My book, Bible Baptism, has 
been very widely used in many, 
many tens of thousands of copies 
among a Es ede it has led hun- 
dreds to ee scripturally. 


Bible Restfictions on the 
Lord’s Supper 

You asked, “Do you believe in 
allowing members of other church- 
es of like faith and order and also 
other denominations to partake 
of the Lord’s Supper with you, or 
do you believe in what is referred 
to as restricted communion where 
only the members of one local 
church may partake of the Lord’s 
Supper in church capacity?” 

ANSWER: As far as I know, 
the Bible says nothing about re- 
stricting the Lord’s Supper either 
on the basis of denominations or 
on the basis of local church mem- 
bership. Since the Bible says noth- 
ing about that, but does have other 
restrictions, then I try to follow 
the Bible restrictions. In I Cor- 
inthians 11 certain abuses of the 
Lord’s Supper at Corinth are men- 
tioned, including divisions, strife, 
drunkenness, and unseemly com- 
petition. And verse 20 says, ““When 
ye come together therefore into 
one place, this is not to eat the 
Lord’s supper.” And we are com- 
manded: “But let a man examine 
himself, and so let him eat of that 
bread, and drink of that cup. For 
he that eateth and drinketh un- 
worthily, eateth and _  drinketh 
damnation to himself, not discern- 
ing the Lord’s body. For this cause 
many are weak and sickly among 
you, and many sleep. For if we 
would judge ourselves, we should 
not be judged” (vss. 28-31). So 
when I administer the Lord’s Sup- 
per, I urge Christians to examine 
themselves and judge themselves 
lest they should be judged and 
chastened of God. 

I think that one who disobeys 
the plain command of God about 
baptism ought to get that settled 
and obey the Lord. One who is in 
intentional disobedience and re- 
bellion against the will of God I 
think should not take of the Lord’s 
Supper. But [ think equally true, 
that one who uses tobacco, one 
who is a promoter of division and 
strife among Christians or who 
lives a worldly life, also ought to 
examine himself and ought not to 
take of the Lord’s Supper until 
he does right and until he is in the 
will of God the best he knows. 

I do not mean that any Christian 
is perfect, but certainly one who 
is in open and intentional sin ought 
not to take the Lord’s Supper until 
he makes things right. That in- 
cludes baptism, but it also includes 
other plain duties, as I under- 
stand the Bible. 

I do not believe anybody has a 
right to set his own standards dif- 
fering from the Bible standards on 
this matter. 

In this matter I speak for my- 
self, since I have no authority to 
speak for all the others. However, 
I think that churches in the South- 
ern Baptist Fellowship usually 
make no restrictions on Baptists 
of other local churches taking the 
Lord’s Supper with them. I think 
that generally they do not invite

If he is 
baptized unscripturally, perhaps 
without being saved, even by a 
Baptist church and proper vote, he 
is still not properly baptized. Let’s 
go by the Bible instead of denomi- 
national rules. If he is baptized un- 
scripturally, perhaps without be- 
ing saved, as is sometimes true in 
Baptist churches, then even his 
Baptist baptism would still not 


not be scripturally baptized if he 
were not saved before he was bap- 
tized. Of course, sprinkling is not 
scriptural baptism, Of course, any- 
body who is baptized in order to 
get saved is not scripturally bap- 
tized. So it turns out that South- 
ern Baptist Fellowship churches 
generally do not accept the bap- 
tism of other denominations, but 
in my case at least, it is on the 
basis that we require scriptural 
baptism, not that we require our 
denominational name. 

However, there is something far 
worse wrong with your question. 
You indicate that if one has Chris- 
tian fellowship with other Chris- 
tians who are not Baptists, that 
that is the same error of Billy 
Graham. In that you have missed 
the point entirely. The Bible no- 
where says we shall not have fel- 
lowship with good Christians who 
may be doctrinally wrong on some 
matters. In the church at Corinth, 
there were many heresies, aS you 
see when you read I Corinthians. 
But Paul did not advise a single 
member of that church to leave it.

to many mistakes. So did the 
Christians in Galatia, as revealed 
in the book of Galatians. 

On this matter the Bible plainly 
says in Romans 14:1: “Him that is 
weak in the faith receive ye, but 
not to doubtful disputations.” 
Where one can have fellowship 
with a born-again Christian who 


not make divisions and strife, one 
‘ought to have such fellowship, ac- 
‘cording to the Scriptures. 


| But Fellowship With Uncon- 
verted Unbelievers Is 
Wrong 

However, the problem with Dr. 
Billy Graham is far different. That 
is a question of Christian running 
with infidel, of believer running 
with unbeliever, of a child of God 
yoking up with a child of the 
Devil. Dr. Billy Graham has on his 
committees and on his platform 
men who have not been converted, 
men who do not believe in the 
deity of Christ, the virgin birth, the 
blood atonement, and such matters. 
He has them lead in prayer. He 
sends converts to their churches. 
Second John, verses 9, 10 and 11 
tell us that “whosoever trans- 
gresseth, and abideth not in the 
doctrine of Christ, hath not God. 
He that abideth in the doctrine of 
Christ, he hath both the Father 
and the Son. If there come any 
unto you, and bring not this doc- 
trine, receive him not into your 
house, neither bid him God speed: 
For he that biddeth him God speed 
is partaker of his evil deeds.”’ So

Billy Graham violates this Scrip- 
ture when he has unconverted men, 
men who do not believe the Bible, 
men who deny the essentials of the 
Christian. faith, help run his. cam- 
paigns and lead in prayer, etc. 
Bishop Pike, the Episcopal bishop 
of San Francisco. who recently 
came out in the papers and said the 
virgin birth was a myth, that the 
fall of man was a myth, and who 
said in the Christian Century De- 
cember 4 that people could be 
saved some other way without 
Christ, is not saved. Yet Dr. Billy 
Graham had him on his platform 
to lead in prayer, preached in his 
church, calls him brother. That is a 
sin clearly forbidden in the Bible. 


There is a lot of difference be- 
tween breaking fellowship with a 
man because he is an infidel and 
breaking fellowship with a man 
because he is not a Baptist. The 
simple truth is, like it or not, that 
many Presbyterians, we will say, 
are better Christians than many 
Baptists. It is also true that many 
people who are Baptists in name 
are far worse wrong in Bible doc- 
trine and in loyalty to Christ than

sonally been born again, and these 
are my brethren. I will try to help 
them in doctrine, if I can, just as 
I try to help Baptists do right. l 
will not condone sin on the part 
of Baptists or-on the part of other 
denominations. But I have fellow- 
ship with born again people who are 
for Christ and the Bible. I do not 
have fellowship with unconverted 
people who are enemies of the 
Bible and deny the deity and blood 
atonement of Christ, His virgin 
birth, etc. 

I have written in detail. And I 
hope that you will feel free to 
write again. I love those of the 
American Baptist Association 
which I know. I would like to have 
fellowship with them. But I would 
not want it to be fellowship with 
worldly people who are interested 
more about a denomination than 
about Bible standards; it would be 
fellowship with fellow Christians, 
and, of course, I would want them 
to love the Lord as much and be 
as anxious to live clean and win 
souls as other good Christians are. 

I do not mean to offend. I would 
like to help.

Some years ago the Lord léd me 


to a young couple. on _ North 
Seventh Street..We discussed thé 


Scriptures and. the husband as-!| 


sured me that he had been saved. 
His wife firmly asserted that she 
had not been saved and did not 
need to be. She had no bad habits 
Such as drinking, smoking, gam- 


bling, stealing, and unfaithfulness. 


I took a pencil and paper and 
began to write her own answers 
to some simple but revealing ques- 
tions. Question number one, “How 
old are you?” Answer, “Twenty- 
eight.” Question number _ two, 
“Have you been accountable for 
your sins since, you were eight?” 
“Yes.” Question number | three, 
“How many sins have you com- 
mitted per day; one, two, five or 
ten?” Reluctantly she agreed on 
ten. Here is what she saw on 
paper. 
. Age 28: Responsible for sins 20 
years: 10 sins per day for one year 
equals 3,650 sins: 3,650 sins times 
20 years equals 73,000 sins com- 
mitted in twenty years. The lady’s 
eyes were opened to the truth and 
she was saved without further 
objection. God gave her assurance 
and she became a faithful worker. 
2. “Forgive us our DEBTS” 
(Matt. 6:12). In this passage our 
Lord was teaching His disciples 
to pray. He commanded them to 
ask the Father to forgive their 
trespasses or debts. Thus sin is a 
debt and must be paid. 


3. “All have sinned, and come 
short of the glory of God” (Rom. 
3:23). It is falling short of the 
goal, the divine standard or re- 
quirement of God. To come short 
means to come behind, be desti- 
tute, fail, suffer need, to be in 
want and to be worse. 

4. “Hear, O heavens, and give 
ear, O earth: for the Lord hath 


spoken, I have nourished and 
brought up children, and they 
have rebelled against me” (Isa. 


1:2). It is rebellion against God. 

ae The..spirit that now 
worketh in the children of dis- 
obedience” (Eph. 2:2). Sin is dis- 
obedience, 

6. “ .. . whatsoever is not of 
faith is sin’ (Rom. 14:23). Lack 
of faith is sin. 

7. “All unrighteousness is sin” 


(I John 5:17). Sin is deficiency of |

ordination. Sin is lack of confor- 
mity with God or His moral law, in 
act, disposition or state. Sin is 
discord, bankruptcy, slavery, a 
maddening cup. 


II. What Kind of Sins May a 
Person Commit? 

1. “Cleanse thou me _ (from 
secret faults” (Ps. 19:12). The 
writer of Psalm nineteen was call- 
ed ‘a man after God’s own heart.’ 
The expression means he lived 
close to God, was conscious of 
what the Lord wanted and made 
every effort to keep the command- 
ments. Yet he recognized that he 
had sins that were concealed; how 
much more the unsaved. 


2. “Keep back thy servant also 


from presumptuous sins” (Ps. 
19:13). This type of iniquity 
seems to have a deeper shade 


of blackness and a more double 
scarlet-dyed hue of criminality 
than others. It is the chief of 
all sins and ranks head and fore- 
most in the list. A sin that is com- 
mitted willfully against manifest 
light and knowledge is a presump- 
tuous sin. 


3. “Some men’s sins are open 
beforehand, going before | them| 
to judgment” (I Tim. 5:24). These 
sins ar2 like heralds proclaiming 
their sentence in advance. 


4.“ ,... There is a sin unto 
death” (I John 5:16). What is it? 
John does not say. This is inten- 
tional. Because it is not one par- 
ticular sin. It is evidently any sin 
that one refuses to forsake. Be- 
ware! 

5. “Therefore to him that know- 
eth to do good, and doeth it not, 
to him it is sin’ (James 4:17). 
Usually we think of such sins as 
drunkenness, stealing, lying, killing, 
and gambling as sins. They cer- 
tainly are: but many people are 
blind to the fact that neglect or 
failure to do what we should is 
sin. In most cases neglect leads 
to the sins already mentioned. 


Lord hate: 


The sin of OMMISSION is con- 
lemmed as well as the sin. of com- 
mission. So there are sins of om- 
mission, commission and, alas, dis- 
position as well. 


III, What Does a Thrice Holy 
God Think of Sin? 


1. “If I sin, then thou markest } 


me, and thou wilt not aquit mé 
frorn mine iniquity’ (Job 10:14). 
God marks the sinning man. Jeho- 


vah observes every transgression. | 
2. “For all that do such things 


... are an abomination unto the 
Lord” 
Heaven is disgusted with sin. He 
hates it continually, 


3. “And Judah did evil in the 


sight of the Lord, and they pro-| 


voked him to jealousy with their 
sins... ” (I Kings 14:22). We 
are commanded to love the Lord 
with all our heart, soul, and mind. 
Sin steals the love that belongs 
to the Lord. And such provokes 
Him to jealousy. 

4. “Forasmuch as I exalted thee 
out of the dust, and made thee 
prince over my people Israel; and 
thou hast walked in the way of 
Jeroboam, and has made my peo- 
ple Israel to SIN, to provoke me 
to anger with their sins” (I Kings 
16:2). Sin stirs the anger of the 
Lord. The Psalmist remjnds us 
that the Lord is angry with the 
Sinner every day. The diabolical 
doctrine that God is all love and 
will not punish sin came from the 
pit of Hell. 


9. “Thou art of purer eyes than 
to behold evil, and canst not look 
on iniquity...” (Hab. 1:13). God 
does not look upon sins with plea- 
sure and approbation since they 
are contrary to His nature, re- 
pugment to His will, and breaches 
of His righteous law. Sin is the 
most fearful of all realities. It is 
the enemy of God and the destroy- 
er of man. 


6. “These six things doth the 
yea, seven are an 
abomination unto him: A proud 
look, a lying tongue, and hands 
that shed innocent blood, An heart 
that deviseth wicked imaginations, 
feet that be swift in running to 
mischief, A false witness that 
speaketh lies, and he that soweth 
discord among brethren” (Prov. 
6:16-19). 

God abhors: (1) Those who look 
with disdain on others. 
wicked pride, a predominant evil in 
human-nature and is directly oppo- 


site to God. (2) Those who speak 


falsehoods knowingly and willfully 
with intention to deceive others. 
(3) Those who shed innocent 
blood, the blood of persons who 
have not been guilty of any capi- 
tal crime. (4) Those who have 
consistent thoughts of wickedness 
which have been framed in their 
hearts. (5) Those who have been 
false witnesses against a neighbor 
—a breach of the eighth com- 
mandment. (6) Those who are 
hasty in mischief. They commit 
all manner of sin with greediness. 
(7) Those who sow discord among 
brethren whether in a natural rela- 
tion, in a civil society, or in a 
religious community. Heavenly 
dew descends on brethren who 
dwell together in unity. A wither- 
ing blast will fall on those who 
mistake prejudice for principle. 

These seven vices are manifesta- 
tions of hatred against one’s 
neighbor, or sins against the sec- 
ond table of the decalogue; yet it 
is not so much a general unkind- 
ness as rather an unkindness con- 
sisting and displaying itself in 
falseness and malice. These sins 
are of a mischievous and ruinous 
character. 


IV. What Does Jehovah See 
In the Sinner? 

God’s life-size, head to foot por- 
trait of the sinner shows how sin 
has taken possession of the dif- 
ferent parts of his being and how 
desperately he needs salvation. 


1. His BONES are full of the 
sin of his youth... (Job 20:11). 


2. His CONSCIENCE is seared, 
defiled, evil, and needs to be 
cleansed (I Tim. 4:2). 

3. His EARS are disobedient, 
uncircumcised, and dull of hearing 
spiritual matters (Matt. 13:15). 


4. His EYES are full of adultery 
and cannot cease from sin. They 
are covetous, idolatrous and evil 
(II Peter 2:14). 

5. His FEELINGS are blunted 
(Eph. 4:19). 

6. His FEET run to evil, hasten 
to shed blood, go down to death 
(Prov. 1:16)

7. His HANDS are full of bribes, 
guilty of acts of violence, hold the 
balances of deceit, do evil and are 
‘wicked (Ps. 26:10). 

8. His HEAD is sick (Isa. 1:5). 

9. His HEART is deceitful above 
all things. From ‘it ycome blas- 
iphemies and slanders (Jer. 17:9). 
10. His LIPS hold the poision of 
‘asps, are flattering, lying, full of 
mischief, perverse, false, unclean 
and burring (Rom. 3:13). 

11. His MIND is corrupt, defiled, 
full of evil desires, blinded and 
hardened in pride (Rom. 1:28). 

12. His MOUTH is full of curs- 
ing, bitterness and deceit, speaks 
iniquity, pours out evil things and 
devours (Rom. 3:14). 

13. His NECK is stiff, rebellious, 


haughty and hardened (Deut. 
31:27). 

14. His THROAT is an open 
sepulcher (Rom. 3:13).

V. What Will God Do With the

rible” (Isa. 13:11). 


2. He will recompense him. “And

Silas were in jail, and they prayed 
and sang praises to God with their 
_feet .in the stocks, in Asis, .chap- 
ter 16. The Lord nearly shook 
the old jail down and the jailer 
got up and came trembling and 
fell down before Paul and Silas 


and brought them out and said, 

“Sirs, what must I do 

saved?” (Acts 16:30). 
Joseph, in the Old Testament, 


was in jail. He was innocent. He 


had been accused by Potiphar’s 


_wife of undue advances. He was a 


slave and he was put in jail and 
stayed there some time. Then he 


helped Pharaoh's butler, and the 


butler said, “I will be sure to tell 
Pharaoh.so you can get out.” But 
he forgot it and so Joseph stayed 
in jail two years more. But all the 


,time Joseph gave a good testi- 


mony. He lived for God, talked 
about the Lord in jail. They all 
‘trusted him and depended on him 
‘because he was a good man in 
jail. ; 

Stephen was arrested. They took 
Stephen out to kill him, and 
Stephen, in the seventh chapter

It is a wonderful thing to talk 
| tor Jesus, to stand up for Jesus 


;even when ih trouble, even when 


it’s an embarrassing situation or 
when it’s a_ difficult situation. 


‘That’s the way Paul was. 


Now. notice Paul’s message. 
“Paul, what are you going to say 
to Felix?” 

“I am going to talk to him con- 
cerning the faith in Christ.” 

Well, you and I know that faith 
in Christ may mean the doctrines 
about Christ, but it also means 
personal dependence, personal 
trust, personal surrender in Jesus 
Christ. So Paul talked to him 
about the Lord Jesus. 

The only way to get anybody 
saved is tell them about Jesus. 
You have to tell them about their 
sins, too, and we’ll talk about that. 
But Paul’s preaching about Christ 
is on the sin question. Jesus Christ 
is the only Saviour. People are 
not saved by joining a church, 
by paying their debts. People are 
not saved by being good to their 
family, or because they quit drink- 
ing and cursing and lying. People 
are saved only through the person 
of Jesus Christ. 

So Paul came to speak to them, 
and Felix asked him concerning 
the faith in Christ. 


Paul Spoke to the Governor 
About Sin 


Notice a strange thing about 
this. Paul didn’t spend all the 
time‘on the plan of salvation. This 
fellow doesn’t need the plan of 
salvation. Paul spent the time on 
the sin question. That is rather 


remarkable. He is talking to Felix 
about “righteousness, temperance, 


and judgment to come.” Right- 


eousness? Yes. Put it down; no- 
body is going to get saved unless 
you deal with them about their 
sins and their need for righteous- 
ness. Without holiness and right- 
eousness nobody can see God. Un- 
less God cleans you up and puts 
righteousness in your heart, you 
will never be fit for Heaven. No 
body can get saved just by going 
to a priest, or by joining a church, 
or by being baptized or such 
things. No, this matter about 
sin has to be settled. 


So he talked to him about right- 
eousness and, of course, his un- 
righteousness. We need more Bi- 
ble preaching against sin. Here is 
Paul in jail. The judge may have 
him killed or he may keep him in 
jail instead of turning him loose. 
But Paul said, “I am going to 
talk to you about the sin question; 
that is what you need.” 


That is the way with John the 
Baptist. When he came _ and 
preached before Herod, he said, 
“Herod, you are living with your 
brother’s wife. That is sin. You 
have no right to-her.” Old Herod 
was reluctant, but he put John 
in jail and later, because Herod’s 
wicked wife wanted it, had his 
head cut off. Yes, John the Bap- 
tist preached to Herod about his 
sin. 

Stephen preached to the Jews 
of his time about sin. When Jesus 
went into the temple, He said 
seven or eight times to the Phar- 
isees, ‘““Woe unto you, scribes and 
Pharisees, hypocrites! How can ye 
escape the damnation of hell?” 


Yes, Bible preachers preached 
against sin. That is not always 
popular. That doesn’t make every- 
body like you. But that is the 
way Bible preachers did, and that 
is the kind of results that they 
got when they preached against 
sin, 

Paul preached concerning right- 
eousness. I suspect there was a 
particular matter Paul was 
preaching about. This‘man was: a 
ruler and king. I suspect Paul 
called to his mind, “You have 


‘some people arrested. You have 


no right to arrest. You put some 
people in jail and you have had 
people scourged and beaten and 
you have had some people killed. 
It is a wicked thing because you 
were wrong about it. You have 
taken some wrong courses... .” 
He talked to Felix on the question 
of righteousness. 


Then he spoke of temperance. 
Now this man, the king, was 
notorious, so history tells—notori- 
ous for his lust, for running after 
wicked women, and for his drunk- 
enness. So Paul talks to him con- 
cerning temperance or self-control. 
You know men say, “Well, I like 
my freedom.” You never will be 
free as long as you are a Slave 
to drink. 

A man sat in his own front 
room and said to me, “Brother 
Rice, if I don’t get this thing 
licked, my wife will leave me. She 
says she has had enough, that 
she is not going to raise the chil- 
dren in an atmosphere of drunk- 
enness. She said one more big 
drunk and she is going home to 
her mother.” And he said, “My 
boss is going to fire me if I get 


drunk any-more. He -can’t-*holé 
me on the payroll when I-..arme 
never fit te work.” He said, '§ 
wish I had some way to get my 
self under control and be the mam 
I ought to be.”

You are ga 
ing to give an account. You are 
going to face your life and your 
sins, what you did:and what you 
wanted to do; what you could 
have done and didn’t and all the 
people you have led wrong. I say 
he preached on “judgment to 
come.” That is what we need. 

Somebody says, “Don’t you 
think you ought to preach on the 
love of God?” Not yet! The 
prodigal son out yonder—you had 
better tell him about his sins that 
landed him in the hogpen. Listen, 
we need some preaching on re- 
pentance as well as on faith. We 
need preaching on sin as well as 
salvation. We need to preach the 
judgment of God as well as the 
grace of God. When you try to 


drink but went right back to it: 
I swore off cussing but 
cussed and cussed. Lord, I am not 
making any promises. I am not 


giving up anything. I have already | 


tried and tried and tried.’ But he

heart. Lord, if You can give 
new heart, that is what I need 
I will risk You. You

can’t do anything for You. I can't 
promise anything.” Z 

He got up off his knees. In a 
few days he dropped something 
heavy on his hand, crushing a 
finger. The doctor put it 
splint. 

Then Fred got to. thinking. 
“What do you know! I didn’t cuss! 
That is the first time since I 
have been half-grown that I didn’t 
cuss when I got hurt!” He said, 
“I didn’t cuss! I didn’t even want 
to. I didn’t think about it 
Come to think of it, I haven't 
cussed in three days!” 

God had given him a new heart. 
You know, what we need is the 
kind of temperance and self-con- 
trol that takes Jesus in to clean 
us up and control us. You can't 
control yourself. Paul preached on 
temperance and self-control, and 
of judgment to come. 

Last 
Hedspeth, a fine farmer from near 
Springfield, Missouri. I remember 
the night he was converted in my 
big tent revival campaign about 
twelve years ago in Springfield. 
After that, he went about bring- 
ing people in to hear me and he 
went out to win souls. When I saw 
him again, I thought about this, 
“and judgment to come.’ You 
say, “Preach against sin?” Ray 
goes among his lost friends, this 
well-to-do farmer, this fine fellow. 
And do you know what he tells 
them? “‘Are you prepared to die? 
Are you prepared to die?”’

talk to some people about God and 
Salvation they say, “Well, I am 
not worrying! When I want it, I 
will come talk to you about it.”

You had better talk to people 
about their sins. People ought to 
realize they are condemned; they 
are lost; they are about to go to 
they are going to meet their 
Sins in the judgment. They can’t 
get by. 

Well, here Paul preached to this 
man of righteousness and temper- 
ance and judgment to come. We 
Sure need to face that. And if we 
preach it like we ought to, then 
lost sinners will be convicted of 
their sins. 


The Sinner Trembled Under 
Paul’s Personal Talk 

Notice next that Felix trembled. 
And here the Scripture says, “And 
as he reasoned of righteousness, 
temperance, and judgment. to 
come, Felix trembled.” We need 
the kind of preaching that makes 
people tremble. So it was in Bible 
times. 

In Acts, chapter 16, when Paul 
and Silas were in jail they sang 
and prayed, and the earthquake

came, and the jailer ran in and fell 
down before them trembling and 
brought them out and said, “Sirs, 
must I do to be saved?’ 
trembled. Maybe he was 
He ought to have been 
Iscared!

He came trembling and fell down 
before Paul and Silas. There are a 
good many cases like that in the 
Bible.

They had sinned and they had 
been called up there to give an 
account and to wait on God. ‘“They 
trembled because of this matter 
and for the great rain.”

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You think it is hard to go to 
church if it snows a little. They 
stood out in the opén air in the 
rain and trembled over their sins. 


In the book of Nehemiah, chap- 
ter 8, verses 8 and 9 say, “So 
they read in the book.” Now they 
are having a big meeting in Jeru- 
salem again. And they stand up 
and make a great platform of 
wood and here they read the Scrip- 
tures and explain them. “So they 
read in the book in the law of 
God distinctly, and gave the sense, 
and caused them to understand 
the reading. And Nehemiah, which 
is the Tirshatha, and Ezra the 
priest the scribe, and the Levites 
that taught the people, said unto 
all the people, This day is holy 
unto the Lord your God; mourn 
not, nor weep. For all the people 
wept, when they heard the words 
of the law.” They wept. We need 
the kind of preaching that makes 
people cry over their sins. We need 
the kind of preaching that makes 
people tremble. We need the kind 
that is going to distress people. 


An oil man stood up in a tent 
meeting after I had said one night, 
“IT am not going to give an in- 
vitation in the usual way. We are 
not going to sing. Anybody who 
wants to get saved, get up and 
come on down here now. We are 
not going to make it easy.” I 
said, “If God doesn’t work, I 
am not going to work. I am going 
to wait on you tonight”—this oil 
man got up and said, “Brother 
Rice, I am in torment; I have to 
have help.” I said, “All right, 
come on down here.” We need 
people in torment like that. 

I was preaching in Sherman, 
Texas, twenty-five years ago, and 
there was a man there who lived 
a wild, wicked life. I preached one 
night on the scarlet sin. All the 
sins of the past piled up on his 
conscience, and that night he went 
home but he couldn’t sleep. I 
don’t know why a man thirty or 
forty years old had never had any 
sense of conviction about those 
things. But he had never heard 
much preaching on sin, I guess. He 
went home but he couldn't sleep. 
He got up at twelve o'clock, got 
his car, backed his Ford “out 
and drove down to the Red River 
and over to Denison and to Bells 
and then finally back again and 
at two o'clock drove in his garage. 
Sitting there in his garage he bent 
his head over and asked God 
to forgive him for his sins. 

The next morning he was at 
the morning service sitting on the 
front seat. He said, “Brother Rice, 
I would like to tell you something 
after the service.” 

After the service I came to talk 
with him, but he said, “Well, I 
will tell you tonight.” That night 
he came back. Finally 1 said, 
“Look here, have you been saved?” 
He said, “Yes.” He had wanted 
to tell it but he was so timid he 
didn’t know how to tell it. Then 
he told me that story about how 
he was so convicted he couldn't 
sleep and felt he was about to go 
to Hell; how he drove around from 
twelve to two o'clock in the morn- 
ing, then drove back into his gar- 
age and there bowed down in his 
car begging God to forgive him. 
You know, we need that kind. 

In Shenandoah, ‘Iowa, we had 
a night of prayer. The second 
man who prayed began to weep. 
“O God, forgive my sins! I came 
here tonight, Lord, hoping You 
would save me. Lord, I am such a 
Sinner! I wish you would save 
me.” We got a preacher to take 
him to another room, and we went 
on praying. 

There was a young woman in a 
green suit, back about four or 
five seats, and she too began to 
sob. “Lord, save me! Won't You 
forgive my sin? If I haven’t gone 
too far, Lord, forgive me and 
save me.” As she wept, I had my 
daughter Grace take her to one 
side and show her the plan of sal- 
vation, 
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I am just saying that the Bible 
kind of preaching, like Paul did 
against sin, “on righteousness and 
self-control and judgment to come” 
ought to make people tremble. 


I was in Seattle, Washington, in 
a city-wide campaign. We started 
the meetings in the big Mission 
Covenant Church. I preached one 
night on “Restitution,” on making 
things right, on paying your debts, 
getting forgiveness where you 
have wronged anybody, on apolo- 
gizing for your sins and making 
restitution. I was preaching main- 


ly to Christians, but that night 

the power of God was there. 
When we dismissed, a good 

many Christians confessed their 


failures and made vows that they 
would start to pay up their debts; 
they would start to do right by 
others; they would go and be recon- 
ciled with the folks they had 
wronged. There was a man in the 
back seat who was slumped down, 
So overcome he could hardly stand. 
I talked and shook hands with 
many, but he just sat there. He 
looked so stricken I thought he was 
not well, that he had had a stroke 
or something. But I got near and 
found he could hardly talk for 
weeping. His lips and hands were 
trembling. I said, “What is it?” 

“How can I make it right?” 
he asked. “I have done things I 
can’t undo. What am I going to 
do?”’ 

I asked him, 
mean?” 

“I used to be a panderer... 
Then he told me the sad story. 
“T used to get acquainted with a 
country girl who would come 
to town to work. I would date her, 
then lead her to love me, then 
into sin. After she sinned with me,

I would sell her—get $100 for 
her—put her in a house of ill- 
fame. I did that to one, then an- 
other and another,’’ he said. “One 
day I passed by a corner where 


somebody was conducting a street 
meeting. A woman turned to me 
and said, ‘Young man, the Devil 
is after you and is about to get 
you.’” He said, “I turned away 


. 


from those things and decided to 


straighten up, but what am I 
going to do about my past? I 
can’t get it undone. I can’t pay 


it back. Some of those girls are 
already dead and in Hell, I guess.” 

He was so stricken, I mean 
so agitated, that he could hardly 
talk. Thank God he found peace 
in Christ! 

Yes, the right kind of preach- 
ing has to have enough of judg- 
ment and of righteousness and of 
self-control that men are conscious 
of their needs. We need more 
preaching on repentance. We need 
more preaching on sin and a whole 
lot more preaching on judgment. 
That is the kind of preaching 
that got results. 

“I don’t believe in scaring peo- 
ple,”’ you say. Well, evidently you 
and the Lord Jesus’ don’t see alike. 
You remember how He preached 
and said, “The rich man also died, 
and was buried; And in hell he 
lifted up his eyes, being in tor- 
ments” (Luke 16:22, 23). That is 
the most terrible deathbed story 
that.I ever read. Jesus talked that 
way. 

The Bible says that “Noah... 
moved with fear, built an ark to 
the saving of his house.” He was 
moved with fear. Fear is a pretty 
good motive. 

I tell you, God loves sinners, 
but God hates sin, and God is 
going to bring sin to judgment. 
And the preacher who doesn’t 
preach judgment is dishonest. He 
is not true to the Bible; he is not 
true to his calling; he doesn’t deal 
fairly with sinners. He is going 
to give an account for all the 
sinners that he lets go right on 
emiling and happy and lets them 
go on to Hell reveling in the fact, 
“The preacher likes me and he 
thinks I am o.k. if I do live like 
the Devil.” No, we need more 
preaching that makes _ people 
tremble. 

And Felix trembled. O God, give 
us grace to preach the right kind 
of messages. 

Night before last a Catholic 
woman came weeping. I didn’t 
preach to the lost particularly, 
but the power of God was there. 
And a_ great many preachers 
promised the people, and God, they 
would go out that week and set 
themselves to get somebody saved. 
And I had told about a Catholic 
woman being saved in Washington, 
D. C., sixteen years ago. This 
Catholic woman was in tears. I 
said, “Does anybody want to be 
saved?” She held up her hand. I 


said, “Come on then, come on 
down here.” She got up and walk- 
ed down there. I had the pastor 
and another good man go with 
her and show her how to be saved. 


I am telling you, we need the 
kind of preaching that makes 
people tremble. What did he 
tremble about? What made Felix 
tremble? Well, it may be that he 
trembled for fear. He said, “My 
sins! My sin is going to catch 
up with me. All these people I 
have wronged—God is going to 
pay me back. I wouldn’t listen 
to Paul; I wouldn’t listen to 
others.” He trembled, I suspect, 
for fear. 


Then he trembled because of 
his conscience. He knew about 
his sins. Listen, you had better 
work with the conscience of a 
sinner and not against it. I mean, 
you had better work with that 
little divine spark that God puts 
there, that tells a man his wrong 
is going to catch up with him 
Then there is the moving of the 
Spirit of God. O God, give us 
Spirit-filled preaching and teach- 
ing and personal work that will 


make people convicted of their | 
sins, 

Why Did Felix Go to Hell? 
Next, why was it that Felix 


went to Hell? As far as we know, 
Felix went to Hell. But why? 

First of all, he wanted a con- 
venient time. As far as we know, 
he did go to Hell for the Bible 
gives us two years more of his 
history and in that time he wasn't 
saved. Then Paul was gone and 
it is very likely nobody else ever 
told him about his It 
very likely nobody else ever walk- 
ed up plainly to his face and told 
him how ‘to be saved. 

Notice now. Felix trembled and 
he said, “Go thy way for this 
time; when I have a 
season, I will call for thee.” Why 
did Felix go to Hell? He heard 
one of the greatest preachers that 
ever lived. He heard a man who 
was anointed of God and who 
won hundreds of thousands around 
the Roman Empire. He heard the 
man whom God had sent to preach 
and who wrote fourteen books of 
the New Testament. Yet he wasn’t 
saved, He will never have another 
chance like this, will he?) Why 
wasn’t he saved? Well, he put it 
off. He said, “Go thy way for 
this time.”’ They were famous last 
words. “Another time, a more 
convenient time.’ A more con- 
venient time never comes! The 
Devil will see to that. 

Every lost man has a wicked 
heart and that heart won’t be 
changed tomorrow without Jesus.

There is something in him that 
is still tough and mean. There is 
something in there which still 
doesn’t want to give up its own 
way; and so a convenient time 
never comes. 

If you don’t say, “By God's 
grace I am going to repent and 
turn to Christ now because I! 
ought to, because it is right, be- 
cause it is the only safe way, 


the right way, it is the only way 
to be sure,” you are not going 
to get saved. 

So many people say, “Not to- 
night; not tonight.” Dr. George 
W. Truett tells how when he was 
a boy in North Carolina in the 
mountains he was saved. He was 
much concerned and he and a 
friend made a holy covenant they 
would pray that the next night 
a certain young fellow would get 
saved. So the next night that 
young man came and the preacher 
preached in the meeting. George 
Truett went back to his friend 
and said to him, “Come on, come 
on. You need the Lord. Jim, come 
on and be saved tonight!” 

“No,” he said, “not tonight, 
George. Not tonight. I am going 
to, but not tonight, George,” he 
said to George Truett. And he 
went away. 

The next night Truett and his 
friend prayed, “O Lord, save him 
tomorrow night.” But tomorrow 
night came and the boy wasn't at 
church. He inquired and found 
the boy was sick, The next day 
George Truett went to see him. He 
had pneumonia, and was in deliri- 
um. In those day they didn’t have 
the ways of treating pneumonia 
they have now. The mother said, 
“Yes, come in. He has been using 
your name; he has been talking 
about you. He is delirious, out of 
his head, but come in.” So he went 
back to’ the bedside and put his 
hand on the hot forehead of the 
young fellow. (Truett was about 
sixteen, and the other boy about

the same age.) The boy looked 
up with a wild stare in his eyes. 
He was net conscious of who it 
was, but he said, “Not tonight, 
George. Not tonight. Some other 
time, George, but not tonight.” 
In a few hours pneumonia took 
him and he went out without an- 
other chance to repent. He said, 
“Not tonight.” Oh, that is a sad, 
sad word, isn’t it? 


Of all sod words of tongue or pen, 
The saddest are, “It might have been.” 


Yes, the road to Hell is paved 
with good intentions. And the 
road of by and by leads to the 
town of never. So people who put 
off salvation usually do not get 
it. 

I imagined one time that I said, 


“Lord, let me go to Hell and 
find out—I would like to talk to 
people down there. Lord, if you 


will let me know, I will tell it every- 
where why people go to Hell.” 
I imagine the Lord said, “Well, 
you will have to put on an asbestos 
suit and take an asbestos note- 
book with you in the fire down 
| there.” 

I imagined that I went to Hell 
and I came to one and another 
and another. “Why, why, why, 
did you go to Hell?” And I 
thought that everywhere I went it 
was the same reason, “I was going 
to, but I didn’t get ready. I had 
planned to be saved.” I thought 
I came to the man who was once 
so rich, and I said, “Are you the 
rich man Jesus talked about in 
Luke 16?”

So I thought I said to him, ““Then 
why, why did you come?” 

And he answered, “I didn’t mean 
to; I wasn’t going to go to Hell; 
I just put it off; I neglected.” 
Nearly everbody in Hell intended 
to be saved, but they didn’t. Nearly 
everybody in Hell was going to be 
saved, but they didn’t. 

Some sit here today and you 
are not saved. “‘My heart is moved,” 
you say. Yes, I know. Everybodys 
in Hell was sometimes moved 
They had a mother who prayed. 
Maybe their conscience convicted 
them. I don’t know whether they 
read the Bible or~noty still they 
had a conscience. Everbody in 
Hell was warned, but they didn’t 
turn. They were going to, but 
they said, “Not now.” They said, 
“A more convenient time.” 

“Go your way, Paul,” Felix said 
“Go away this time. I know you 
are right, but I am not coming 
now. I will later.’”’ Oh yes, every- 
body is going to some time. 

If I would ask anybody here to- 
day, “Are you planning to go to 
Hell?” your answer would be 
“No, no sir! Not me.” But you 
will unless you settle it while 
you can. “Today is the day of 
salvation. Now is the accepted 
time,” the Bible says. But he said, 
“A more convenient time, Paul; 
some more convenient time.’ And 
that is one kind of excuse more 
people use to send them to Hell 
than nearly anything else. 


Felix Put Money and Popu- 
larity Before Salvation 


Why did Felix, after he trembled, 
after he heard such plain preach- 
ing, after he was convicted and 
trembled, go to Hell? Weill, he 
wanted more money. The Scrip- 
ture says, “He hoped also that 
money should have been given him 
of Paul, that he might loose him: 
wherefore he sent for him the 
oftener, and communed with him.” 

He said, “I will have Paul come 
in and talk to me. He will try 
to get me saved. I will keep him 
here and maybe he will pay me 
some money to turn him loose.” 


All the time he loved money, 
money that he hadn’t earned. He 
was wanting to take a bribe. 


You know many go to Hell be- 
cause they are so absorbed in mak- 
ing money, so absorbed in their 
business or so absorbed in some 
wickedness. That was the way 
with Felix. He was trying to make 
money. Isn't that a strange thing? 
A good man in jail like Paul. God’s 
man, preaching and witnessing, 
and Felix keeping him there. 
Fehx had Paul come ever so often 
to see him, thinking next time 
maybe Paul would hand him $20 
or maybe some friends would raise 
$500 or some amount to get him 
out of jail. So Felix was not 


saved. 
Do you know why he wasn’t 
saved? You can’t be saved until 


you face the sin question. You 
are not going to turn to Christ 
until you get sick and tired of sin 
and want to do right. If there is 
anybody lost here today, the rea- 
son is because you love your Sin 
and won't turn. 


Why did Felix go to Hell? An- 
other reason was because he want- 
ed to please wicked people. “But 
after two years Porcius Festus 
came into Felix’ room: and Felix, 
willing to shew the Jews a 
pleasure, left Paul bound.” Now 
Felix moving out and he 
thought, “Porcius Festus is com- 
ing to be governor here. What am 
I going to do about Paul? Turn 
him loose? I know he is innocent 
and I have found I am not going 
to get any money out of him. 
What will I do? Well, all these 
Jews want him kept in jail, so 
I am going to keep him in jaik 
I want the friendship of these 
Jews.”

You are going to Hell because of 
your wrong friends. You are go- 
ing to Hell because you run with 
the wrong crowd. You are going 
to Hell because you like your sin, 
and other people in sin, so much, 
That was the way with the prodi- 
gal son, wasn’t it? He wasted his 
substance with riotous living. He 
liked the folks who drank and 
cursed and gambled. He liked the 


harlots and spent his money on 
them, but it landed him in the 
hogpen. 

So here Felix wants praise of 
his friends. He was trying to 
please the Devil’s crowd, so he 
turned Jesus down and went to 
Hell. 


Did His Wife Cause Him to 
Delay Salvation? 

Here is another word. The Bible 
said Felix trembled. He had a wife. 
He and his wife came to hear 
Paul. They called Paul in, Felix 
trembled; the wife evidently did 
not. There is nothing said about 
her trembling. I guess Felix, out 
of the corner of his eye, glanced 
toward her, and her face was hard. 
She was a party to some of Felix’ 
sins, and she said, “That preacher 


is not going to take me in.” 

Felix trembled, but Drusilla did 

not, and it may be that Felix

How to Be Saved Today 

Now a word in conclusion. How 
do you get saved? Well, Paul came 
io preach of the faith in Christ; 
So of course the way to get saved 
és-to trust Jesus Christ for salva- 
dion. But I want you to notice 
qhat here it takes trembling over 
sin. I do not mean necessarily 
iat your body has to quiver, or 
you have to have a certain fright 
pivnediately in the body. I don’t 
gean that. You had better get 
tired of sin though and hate sin 
and know that sin is going to 
damn you. As long as you take 
up for sin, and enjoy sin, and hold 
ou to sin, you are going to Hell. 
You are not going to get saved 


until you take sides on the sin 
question. Felix trembled and Paul 
prea@ied to him on righteousness 
and temperance or self-control, 
and on judgment to come. We had 
better get scared about sin and 
what sin will do for us, And we 
had better preach it, and warn 
people about the consequences of 
sin. 

So if you are going to get saved, 
what are you going to do about 
your sins? Do you plan to quit 
them? Do you plan to give them 
up? 

What else? Notice that it has to 
be now. Felix said, “A more con- 
venient time.” It has to be now. 
When are you going to give up 
your sins? 

Paraoh sent word to Moses, 
“Tell Moses to come here. I want 
him to help me.” 


Moses said, “All right, what ‘do 
you want?” 

“IT want you to take away this 
plague of frogs.” 

“All right, when do you want 
it?” 

Pharaoh said, “Tomorrow.” Per- 
haps he thought, “Maybe my 
magicians can work up something 
before then, but if we don’t get 
them fixed by tomorrow, I'll ask 
Moses to fix it by tomorrow.” 

That is the old, old story: “I 
am going to get saved some day 
when I marry, when I settle down, 
when I have made the money, 
when I get my fill of sin, when 
I get tired of drinking. I am going 
to be saved some day.” No you 
won't!

Can you 
say, “I have trusted Jesus, I am 
a born-again Christian’? Hold 
your hand up high. That is won- 
derful. God bless you!
